MAKING UP A NEW FACE

Skin Grafting and Plastle Surgery
Refaces nr Unfortanate
Boy,

A remarkable operation in skin grafting
and plastic surgery, In which a new lip
was molded on a T-year-old boy, whe
{s now able to articulnte words of one
syllable for the first time llke a child
learning to tulk, was performed at the
Polyclin'ec RQospital, Philadelphia, by Dr
John B. Roberts, one of the most noted
plastio surgery operators in the country
The subject of the operation was Car!
Kolosky, 7 years old, of Monesten, »
suborb of Pittsburgh, who has been In
the hospital since June.

When he first arrived at the hospital
nearly three months ago, the child was in
a terrible condition as the result of burns
wh'ch he received while an Infant of 2
years of age. The accldent covel"td the
child's face and body with burns, which
were never properly treated, and the little
boy's chin and lip grew fast to his chest
His head was held down close to his body
distorting hls body, twisting his sn'ne and
In additlon to affecting his health gen-
erally, prevented him from learning to
talk,

In addition to these’injur'es, which were
thought to be permanent, the childs
hands were so badly burned that when
the process of healing took place, one of
his thumbs, in which the ligament was
burned, grew fast to his wrist. preventing
the use of that hand. The condition of
the child was such that several months
ago & number of charitable 'nelined per
sons toolk up a subscription and, learning
of Dr. Roberts' success In surgery of this
kind, sent the boy on to the Polwelink
hoepital as a patient It was probably
ona of the worst caves of Its kind that
had ever been received at the hospital. Ti
was only with the greatest effort that
the ch'ld could 'even eat. When he
walked he could mot Yook up and econ:
tinually was forced to look downward
toward hiz feet. Left glons In the condl.
t'on, he would have grown up & mis
shupen b't of rtunted humanity of no ume
to himself and a care to his relatives ar
long as he lived.

Dr, Rqberts, however, saw great pos
ribi'itles for the ch'ld, and planned a
gerlen of operations. all of which weare
highly successful. By cutting away »n
little flesh each time at the polnt where
the neck and his breast had : own to
gether and grafting patches of oi'n from
healthy parts of the child’'s body to the
newly exposed parts, he groduslly seversd
the c¢h'ld’s neck from hia breast allowine
the boy to ralse his heed In & normal
manner. The arection of the head per
mitted the child to walk fn an uprighi
manner and had the effect of correcting
a spine corvature which In a few years
time would have become serious.

The boy's lip, however, was in terr'h's
shape as the result of the burnms and
where it had grown fast to hls breasi
and it was to remedy this that the next
serles of operations was directed.  After
several operatlons, covering several
weeks, a new lip was molded and grafted
ip the shape of a normal lip, which per
mitted tha boy to talk. Although the boy
Is 7 years o!d, he had never lsarned to
talk to any extent because he had only
a slight lip motion. but with & new I+
molded and covered with several squars
irches of new skin, articulation was made
postible and ranld progress was made.—
Philadelphia Record.
